to Get Money Held by Sinking 

Fund Commission for 

County Work 



In ii lengthy decree Monday morn- 
ing. Judge* John Kaber Miller de- 
cided thai, ilie '".unions sinking of the 
$lt>0.000" was in excess of the 
aumoriiy of the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission of l!il">. and the court directs 
lliut it should be returned to the use 
of the County Commissioners. 

The decision of th.e court is a big 
victory lor the taxpayers of to-day, 
the County Commissioners -Messrs. 
George A. Sullivan, Koy A. Hatfield 
and Harman V. Rready County 
Treasurer George Anders and Con- 
troller William 1). Heebuer. These 
officials form ;he Sinking Fund Com- 
mission of l!Uii. 

With the return of th,-.; $100,000 into 
"Progressive and proper clumnels" 
from the sinking fund where it would 
have reposed for twenty years and 
tlviMi mayhaiis been expended by our 
descendants it is only just to com- 
mend the county ollicials, who with 
the; taxpayers of this generation in 
mind, battled so strenuously and suc- 
cessfully to recover the amount in 
order that "necessary repairs and im- 
provements that have for their result 
real economy" might be furthered. 

Kver since the Might began, even 
when he was in the minority al- 
though in the right, County Commis- 
sioner Herman liready" has fought in 
the interests of the taxpayers of to- 
day, realizing that to sink the $100,- 
000 was an injustice as well as an 
imposition and that, it would event- 
ually, in fact in the near future, cause 
higher taxes and would only benefit 
coming generations, who should lie 
compelled to shoulder their share of 
the responsibilities, instead of plac- 



raluetion of the tax rate from 2 
mi'.ls to 1 1-2 mills as I did not con- 
sider it liroper to take the taxpayers' 
money when not necessary and hoard 
it up." 

Thi! opinion h.v the court handed 
down by Judge Caber Miller in the 
.$160,000 sinking fund contest is de- 
cided generally in favor of the com- 
plainants David Hoss and George X. 
Highley, of Conshohoeken, and against 
John X. Jacobs, James Krewson, Adam 
F. Savior, Harman C. liready and H. 
P. Keely. In other words, Controller 
Jacobs, Commissioner Kr.ewson and 
County Treasurer Keely, a majority 
of members of the Sinking Fund 
Commission, were not warranted in 
voting to put $100,000 in the sinking 
fund to take care of county treasury 
applicable to the sinking fund for 
years in th,e future. 

Cnless exceptions are filed within 
ten days the Prothonotary is directed 
to enter a final decree in the action. 

The Sinking Kund Commission 
voted the transfer of $100,000 by 
resolution passed by a majority of its 
members on December 2S, 191 ii. The 
money was to be taken from the 
county treasury and placed in the 
sinking fund to cover a like amount 
of outstandiig county bonds. Messrs. 
Ross and Highley tiled a bill in equity 
asking the court to enter a decree 
declaring the resolution null and void 
and also that a mandotory order be 
entered against the transfer of the 
money and to restore the money to 
the county treasury. 

When the transfer resolution was 
passed the county had outstanding 
bonds not yet matured aggregating 
$320,000 and there was $100,000 in the 
sinking fund to meet the payment of 
unmatured bonds, some of which were 
not. payable until 1!)2S. The transfer 
of the additional $1G0.000 was in- 
tended to provide for the payment of 
all other outstanding bonds. None 
could be retired by payment, the 
! opinion observes, except by the con- 
sent of the holders of the bonds.

KICKER RETRACTS 



To the Editor Our Town. 

In my time I have seen few, if 
any, wrongs righted, excepting by 
the exertions of at least one "kick- 
er." A kicker has his uses in any 
community. Fortunately Narberth 
has a few. A kicker need not be a 
knocker. He can avail himself of 
his kicking propensities for the pur- 
pose of boosting— boosting his town, 
incidentally kicking those things that 
do not make for its welfare. 

But a kicker can make mistakes, 
being human. I did when I said 
that the Methodist Sunday school was 
not closed on July 23rd. As a mat- 
ter of fact, all the children under 
sixteen that were not aware of the 
closing of the school on the day men- 
tioned were turned back when they 
presented themselves. My letter in 
your last issue was written in good 
faith, but I was misinformed, and 
now cheerfully retract that portion 
which referred to the Methodist Sun- 
day school and hereby make due and 
humble apology. 

The indications are that all of the 
Sunday schools of the borough -will 
close for the rest of the summer, not 
that any sort of legal action has been 
taken, up to this writing, but rather 
because it has been deemed wise by 
the Sunday school authorities to run 
no risks. The "movies" seem to be 
on the job, though, just as regularly 
as ever. Disease germs apparently 
are expected to be real nice about 
it and exercise their pernicious func- 
tions somewhere else, but if the Sun- 
day schools are closed to them, there 
is no telling what they might do at 
our local theatre. 

The authorities may not be at 
fault. I am not prepared to say any- 
thing about that feature one way or 
the other, but I do not hesitate to 
say that, regardless of the rules of 
quarantine that might be in force, 
there are several families in Nar- 
berth selfish enough to expose the 
whole community to the danger of 
infection or contagion by not confin- 
ing sufferers from such diseases as 
whooping cough, chicken-pox, etc., to 
their own premises. Diseased chil- 
dren are running at large all over our 
town. This is selfishness, pure and 
simple,* but I for one doubt that the 
machinery of our local government 
is of adequate proportions to copa 
with it fully. The matter is right up 
to those families which are allowing 
their infected children to roam all 
over town at will. 

"Well, it's all off. Messrs. Duff 
and Derby have gone to Maine on a 
three weeks' fishing trip. If you re- 
member all the stories you had to 
listen to last year after the former 
returned from Maine, you may be 
able to imagine what is in store this 
year when these two local sports- 
men get back to Narberth. Me for a 
long vacation as soon as they come 
home.

REV. FRANK S. DOBBINS 



In the sudden home-going, early in 
the morning of July 22d, caused by 
an attack of angina pectoris, of Rev. 
Frank S. Dobbins, secretary of this 
southern district of our American 
Baptist Foreign Missionary Society, 
the cause of Christ at home and 
aboard, his host of friends here and 
elsewhere, the world over, as well as 
his bereaved family, have met with a 
serious loss. 

Born June 28, 1855, before lie was 
ten years old, bereaved of his father, 
he was admitted to Girard College, 
where his full course of training was 
along those lines of moral culture, 
self-reliance and mental development 
which had their splendid influence on 
all of his life. Through with the col- 
lege, June 19, 1S70, he ..went forth 
with the very highest commendations 
of its officials. With their permission 
he remained in the institution for an 
extra year's tuition in mechanical 
drawing. April 5, 1871, he was ap- 
prenticed to the noted architect of 
this city, Mr. Samuel Sloane, with 
whom he immediately made good as a 
draftsman. At this time he made his 
home with his widowed mother in 
Roxborough. Coming under the at- 
tention of the author of this sketch, 
then pastor of the Roxborough Baptist 
Church, he was led to Christ and 
baptized March 31-, 1872. His atten- 
tion was at once directed to the Chris- 
tian ministry, but conscientiously, a-ul 
not to appear changeable, he con- 
tinued his architectural course. For 
a solid year, however, under his pas- 
tor, in the old parsonage from 7 to S 
A. M., every day, he studied the higher 
branches and then spent a year at 
Crozer and two years in the Rochester 
Theological Seminary, where he grad 
uated in 1S76. He was licensed to 
preach the Gospel by the Roxborough 
church in 1874, a generous member 
of which church, Sister Mary J. Jones, 
supported liim financially through his 
studies. Upon his graduation he felt 
called to the mission work in Japan 
and was accepted for that position by 
our American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. A council for his 
ordination met in Roxborough, July 
11, 1S76, of which Rev. George Hand 
was the moderator, and Rev. Edwin 
McMinn, the clerk. With unanimous 
approval his ordination took place in 
Roxborough, July 18, 1S76, Dr. George 
Dana Boardman, of blessed memory, 
preaching the sermon. Shortly after 
this he was united in marriage with 
Miss Ida T. Sinquet, an esteemed 
member of the same church. In Sep- 
tember of that year they started for 
Japan. On account of illness, within 
a year, they were compelled to return 
to this country, when he became pas- 
tor of the Calvary Baptist Church of 
this city. While here he wrote that 
remarkable book, of 785 pages — "False 
Gods or the Idol Worship of the 
World." It was published by the 
noted firm, Hubbard Brothers, of this 
city, and had a wide circulation. 

In 1881 he returned to Japan, but 
in a year ill health drove him back 
to this country, where, from 1S82 to 
1S90, he held a pastorate in Allen- 
town, this State; thence he came to 
Frankford, this city, as pastor of the 
First Church. Here he remained un- 
til 1893 when he was chosen to the 
position he so efficiently held to his 
departure for the better land. He has 
written a valuable Foreign Missionary 
Manual, an interesting Sunday school 
book, "The Ansons in Asiatic Tem- 
ples." In his knowledge of mission- 
ary facts and literature he was a 
marvel. His missionary tour of the 
world in 1907, with that important 
American committee was a noted in- 
cident of his life. 

During his secretaryship his church 
membership was for a series of years 
in Narberth, but latterly with the 
Wayne Avenue Church of German- 
town. 

A truly great, good, useful and suc- 
cessful man has gone home. 

There has been a gradual, but very 
marked growth in the total contribu- 
tions of this southern district, under 
his administration, increasing from 
about $20,000 at the beginning to the 
splendid sum last year of $138,936.94. 
The churches loved him. He carried 
the cause of Foreign Missions on his 
heart, but he was broad visioned, and 
his great mind could take in, as well 
as give a charm to other things, as 
was illustrated in the interest he se- 
cured in and the attraction he gave 
his beloved and admired Eaglesmere, 
one of the noted summer resorts^ of 
Pennsylvania. 

By this translation, earth is impov- 
erished, this -world is poorer, but 
heaven has been enriched, where we 



can meet him again. To his deenly 
bereaved family, and his faithful oM\e 
clerk for the last eight years. Miss 
Ida H. Meyer, we tender our sincerest 
sympathy and commend them to the 
favorable watch-care of our gracious 
Heavenly Father.

The Ministerial Confer- 
ence attended in a body. Interment 
took place in Westminster Cemetery. 
His widow, two sons and an adopted 
daughter survive.

OF POSTAL MONEY ORDERS. 



Cases of communicable disease are 
ordinarily reported to the secretary 
of the Board of Health by the physi- 
cian in attendance. If no physician is 
called in, the responsibility for re- 
porting rests with the head of the 
household. This is made obligatory 
by State law and the regulations of 
the Board of Health. The penalty for 
failure to report is a fine not exceed- 
ing $100 and costs. 

To avoid the imposition of the pen- 
alty, physicians and householders are 
requested to report immediately in 
writing cases of communicable dis- 
ease which may exist to the secretary 
of the Board of Health. All children 
in families in which there is" whoop- 
ing cough or chicken pox must be 
kept on the premises and not be al- 
lowed to come in contact with other 
children.
